tain that  all  his  designs  are  formed  upon  the  most  honorable  and  the 
most  benevolent  public  principles.”

We  have  space  only  for  one  extract  from 
this  very  excellent  and  sensible  letter.  Speaking  of  Lord  Byron’s 
Letters,  and  Moore’s  arrangement  of  them,  he  says,  “ It  happens  that 
Lord  Byron’s  Letters  have  an  affectation  of  familiarity,  and  joke,  and 
slang.  We  constantly  see  him  in  his  dishabille ■ — in  his  most  familiar 
and  lowest  moments,  in  a dirty  undress  ! It  may  gratify  the  love  of 
equality  and  degradation  in  a large  portion  of  the  reading  multitude  to 
see  him  so  ; but  as  it  is  the  business  of  poetry  to  select  the  most  beau- 
tiful features  for  accurate  description,  I think  the  same  rule  may  safely 
be  applied  to  the  biographer.  He  is  not  to  falsify  those  features  ; but 
he  is  not  to  be  a Dutch  painter , nor  to  paint  after  reality  every  sore, 
wound,  wen,  and  distortion.  These  exposures  may  gratify  our  pru- 
rient curiosity,  but  they  give  us  no  wholesome  instruction  ; they  rather 
demoralise  us.”  A Prologue  composed  by  Sir  Egerton  Bridges  for 
Venice  Preserved,  for  private  theatricals  at  Geneva,  is  included.

He  has  been  lecturing  at  Bristol 
on  politics,  where  “mobs  and  mayors,  blockheads  and  brickbats, 
placards  and  pressgangs,”  are  leagued  against  him.

I confess  that  I am  not  much  interested  in  the  distresses  of 
Hamlets  and  Harlequins,  and  yet  I have  a little  sympathy — for  theirs 
also  must  be  a kind  of  suspense  : their  Benefits  depending  upon  the 
weather — upon  what  other  people’s  depend  it  is  not  easy  to  say,”  etc.

strange  mixture  of  vanity  or  piety,  weakness  and  good  meaning,  posi- 
tiveness and  perplexity  in  all  their  discourses.  At  first  1 was  amused, 
then  offended,  now  sick,  and  that,  I suspect,  is  the  effect  upon  almost 
all  who  are  not  satisfied  with  hearing — (hearing  nothing  beside), — that 
“Christ’s  blood  eleanseth  from  all  sin;”  a doctrine  which  not  a single

and  affection  to  his  native  country,  neither  altered . nor,  diminished  by 
long  and  remote  exile,  and  almost  forgets  his  own  misfortunes  in  the 


consideration  of  the  oppression  and  tyranny  under  which  the  country 
labours.  He  specifies  tie  various  abuses  then  prevalent,,  particularly 
the  bribery  and  corruption  exercised  by  the  connivance  given  to  irreli- 
gion  and  immorality,  and  adds  On  the  margin,  in  his  own  hand;  ‘G&e 
manufactures  qf  England  are  -yitfbty  yoitiy  to.  decay. If  -His  royal 
heart  is  filled  with  grief  at  this  gtate^qf  affairs,  and  bis,  whole  thought 
and  study  is  to  devise  an  effectual  remedy,  ^believing  that  the  time  is 
at  length  at  hand  when  the  Divine  Tdercy  yill  terminate  these  misfor- 
tunes by  restoring  to  the  people  him,  their  natural  bom1  prince.  This 
he  would  desire  to  be  done  without  the  intervention  of"  any  foreign 
power  ; but  as  he  has  too  much  regard  for  his  subjeetsTto  allow  them 
to  be  exposed  without  the  assistance  of  regular  troops,  he  has  obtained 
of  “ our  dear  brother,  his  most  Christian  Majesty,”  (of  Jjrance,)  a 
Force  sufficient  to  protect  and  unite  the  true  lovers  of  their*  country, 
and  to  aid  their  deliverance.  He  promises  a general  pardon  for  all 
offences  committed  against  himself  or  liis  royal  Father;  to  assemble  a 
free  parliament  as  soon  as  tranquillity  will  permit,  whereifi  no  corrupt 
influences  shall  be  suffered  to  exist ; to  support  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land, as  by  law  established,  in  all  its  rights  and  prbpertibs ; to  allow 
toleration  to  all  Protostant  dissenters  ; to  maintain  the  Habeas  Corpus 
Act ; to  refrain  from  unnecessary  taxation  ; to  reCQmpense.and  fe?npk)y 
men  of  merit  and  probity  ; and  thus  hopes  that  the  native  genius  and 
honour  of  the  nation  may  be  soon  retrieved,  and  the  past  divisions  soon 
buried  in  oblivion.  He  engages  for  the  preservation  of  thfe  strictest 
discipline  amongst  his  foreign  troops,  who  are  to  be  sent  home  as  soon 
as  the  public  tranquillity  will  allow,  He  arranges  for  the  collection  of 
supplies  of  money  and  provision?,  and  promises  an  exchange  of  higher 
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rank,  and  the  bounty  of  a year’s  pay,  for  all  officers  joining  his  stan- 
dard. For  the  preservation  of  tranquillity,  he  charges  the  civil  officers 
and  magistrates  to  continue  to  exercise  their  respective  offices.  As  he 
finds*  to  0lns  . u^^kabje  concern,  “by  a complication  of  circum- 
stances,” the  impossibility  of  heading  the  undertaking  in  person,  he 
trusts  that  the  youth  and  vigour  of  his  son  the  Prince  of  Wales  may 
enable  hint  to  join  the  expedition  with  chief  command ; and  failing 
this,  he  has  invested  the  Duke  of  Ormond  with  all  necessary  powers 
to  a ml /authority.  He  finally  charges  the  people  With  their  allegiance  to 
him,  and  threatens  the  adherents  to  the  Usurper  (Geo.  II.)  with  ex- 
clusion, fro  pa  the  benefits  of  the  pardon  before.named.
